They should 
not be planted where an evergreen effect is desired throughout the year as they lose their leaves during the winter months 
and remain dormant until spring. When properly arranged, they will soften the lines of the foundation, ‘will provide an effec- 
tive border or screen, will cover the edges of walls and screen objectionable views. A selection of varieties will give a suc- 
cession of flowers from spring until late autumn and after the foliage has fallen the brilliant berries and branches add color 


and cheer to the winter landscape.

CURRANTS and GOOSEBERRIES—Cut off half 
the tops and plant 4 or 5 feet apart. Each year, as 
soon as fruit is gathered, cut and burn all wood 3 yrs. 
old. Allow 5 or 6 new shoots to develop each year. 


RASPBERRIES, Red and Black—Plant 3 or 4 feet 
apart in rows 6 feet apart. Set plants 1 or 2 in, deeper 
than they were in the nursery. Cut back all bushes to 
6 in. or less of the ground. After fruiting, eut out old 
canes and burn, leaving a few vigorous new eanes 
for fruiting the ‘following year. 


GRAPES—Dig a broad, deep hole and fill to the 
right depth for planting with compost or rich soil. 
Trim roots slightly and eut back to one stem with 3 
or 4 strong buds. Always plant firmly.
